2. The last eosaaraaicat ioas training for G8Bh6Mg®~3X was held 
ia August 196-1. Since he had been unable to practice code for sev- 
eral months, QBBLAMEB-31 spent- quite a lot of time os. the afternoon 
»ad evening of the first day and aosming of the second copying cocte 
from a 12 LGPM training tap© on the tape recorder. 

3. LT8521S, a BTCIMS/IY training signal plan, was • activated on 
25 August for the duration of GSBLASSE$>«*3i*® training. The broadcast 
portion, activated initially, consisted of an OTPT raessag© broadcast 
at a speed of 10 LGPH at 1810Z oat the 25th. The Agent was unable 
to get enough of the broadcast, because of his long 'absence fro® 
code aad difficult reception conditions due to fading, to enable 
hii& to obtain- his UTPT indicators . This message was re— broadcast 

at ?■■ schedule on the morning of the' 26th', however, and, after- his 
concentrated code practice the previous day, GRBLM©~3I was able 
to receive the message at this latter tiase . He required some help 
frogs the Training Officer ia translating the deciphered text ana 
in working out. a couple of garbles. A broadcast on the 27th .of 
August was copied and deciphered by the Agent without difficulty. 


4. The. .contact portion ox l-.TESZIS .was activated at. 12152 on 
26 August . Fly.©' two-way contacts were attempted with the &Xl$B82i 
Base station during the training period.. Of these, four were suc- 
cessful with the Agent passing four messages totaling 108 groups to 
the Base and receiving three messages totaling 98 groups. The Base 
station operators ’s contact reports rated GHBLAMEB-Si's sending as 
"Good” . Some minor discrepancies in hi® .use of GBQ&T procedure were 
noted, such as using ”QB¥" ia the place of “QS¥” aad failing to ter- 
minate one of the contacts with *'VA M until it was brought to bis at**" 
t ©ration. All messages transmitted by GBBLAMED-31 were enciphered 
in his primary system, correctly using his cryptographic security 
check and confirmation letter in the process. 

3. Ia addition to reviewing GEBL&MEB-3I In his operational 
systems and procedures, his emergency cryptographic system,. K0UBTE/1 ] 
was canceled during the course of the training session, GRBLAMEB-3 .1 
was whole-heartedly in favor of cancellation of this .-mejaory. system. 
and replacing it with a cache of "FS M pads, to be used .only in the 
event of compromise or iioa-avai lability of his primary system pads, 
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
